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of chapter 321, of the laws of 1874, and section 1,
of chapter 150, of the laws of 1877, is hereby
amended so as to read as follows: Section 10.
The common couacil shall at its first meeting
each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, fix the
salary of the mayor, aldermen and treasurer for
the ensuing year; provided, that the salary of the
mayor shall not exceed fifty dollars, the salaxg of
aldermen shall not exceed one dollar and fifty
cents each, for each session of the council, and the
salary of the city treasurer shall not exceed two
bundred dollars.

SecrioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 107.
AN ACT to incorporate the city of Shullsburg.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as JSollows:

CHAPTER L
BOUNDARIES.

Seorion 1. All the district of country in the
county of La Fayette contained within the limits
and boundaries hereinafter described shall be a
city by the name S8hulisburg, and the people
now inhabiting, and those who shall hereafter in-
habit the district of country so described, shall be
a municipal corporation by the name of *The
city of Shullsburg,” and shall have the general
powers possessed by municipal corporations at
common law; and in addition thereto, shall pos-
sess the powers hereinafter specifically granted;
and the authorities thereof shall have perpetual
succession, and shall be capable of coniracting and
being contracted with, of suing and being sued,
of pleading and being impleaded in all courts of
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law and equity, and shall have a common seal,
and may change and alter the same at pleasure.

SEcTiON 2. The west half of section eleven (11)
and the east half of section ten (10), in township
one (1) north, of range number two (2) east of the
fourth principal meridian, in the county of La
Fayette and state of Wisconsin, shall be included
%)n and constitute the limits of the city of Shulls-

urg.
SecrioN 8. The said city shall be divided into

-two wards, the boundaries of which shall be as

follows, All that territory within the boundaries
of the said city of Shullsburg lying east of the
center of Judgment street, extending to the south-
ern and northern limits of said city of Shulisburg,
being the section line between sections ten and
eleven, shall constitute the First ward, and all the
territory within the boundaries of the city of
Shullsburg lying west of the center of said Judg-
ment streey shall constitute the Second ward. But
the common council shall have the right and
power, at any time after said city shall have been
organized under this act, by ordinance, to change
the boundaries of the said wards, and to make and
establish new wards therein, but not to exceed,
however, two additional new wards. Each of said
wards to have the same representation in the city
council and on the county board as is by this act
granted to the two wards herein established.

SectioN 4. The government of said corpora-
tion, the exercise of its corporate powers, the man-
agement of its fiscal, prudeatial and municipal
concerns, shall be vested in one municipal officer
styled the mayor, in one board of aldermen, con-
gisting of two members from each ward, who
with the mayor shall be denominated the common
council, together with such other officers as are
h}greinafter mentioned or may be created under
this act.

CHAPTER IL

OF ELECTIONS.
SEcTION 1. The annual election for ward and
city officers shall be held on the last Tuesday in

March in each year at such places in each ward as
the common council shall designate, and the polls

ey
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shall be kept open from one o’clock in the after-
noon until five o’clock in the afternoon; and ten
days’ previous notice shall be given by the com-
mon council of the time and place of the holding
of such elections, and of the city and ward offi-
cers to be elected in the same manner as is pro-
vided for giving notice of general elections in this
state.

Secrion 2. The elective officers of said city
shall be a mayor, a treasurer, two justices of the
peace and two constables, elected by and for the
city at large, and two aldermen for each ward,
and one supervisor from each ward to represent
his ward in the board of supervisors of La Fayette
county.

SectioN 3. The mayor and treasurer shall be
fresholders in said city, and all the city and ward
officers aforesaid shall be qualified voters and res-
idents of the city, and in the wards for which
they were elected. The city clerk, marshal and
street commissioner, and all other officers neces-
sary for the proper management of the affairs of
said city, shaﬁ be appointed by the common coun-
cil. All elective officers shall, unless otherwise
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and until their successors are elected and qualified;

provided, however, the common council shall have
power for due cause to expel any of their own
number and to remove from office any officer or
agent appointed by them under the city govern-
ment, due notice being first given to the officer
complained of. The mayor shall have power to
suspend any police cfficer or watchman appointed
by the council, until the council shall take up his
case and dispose of it.

Secmon 4 All elections by the people shall be
by ballot and a plurality of votes shall constitute
an election. When two or more candidates for
an elective office shall receive an equal number of
votes for the same office, the election shall be
determined by the casting of lots in the presence
of the commou council, at such time and in such
manner as they shall direct.

SeoTIoN 5. All persons who are qualified elect-
ors of the state of Wisconsin, who shall reside in
the ward where they offer to vote, shall be
deemed qualified electors of said city and ward.
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SeotioN 6. The first election of said city shall
be held on the 26th day of March, A. D. 1889. The
qualified electors of said city shall elect one mayor,
one treasurer, two justices of the peace and two
constables at large, two aldermen for each ward,
and one supervisor for each ward; and said super-
visor elected in each ward shall represent his ward
in the board of supervisors of L.a Fayette county.
The first election of said city shall be held for the
First ward at brick building on the northeast cor-
ner of Judgment and Water streets in said city;
and for the Second ward at the office of the vil-
lage clerk in the village of Shullsburg. The voters
present shall have power to proceed, by nomina-
tion and viva voce, to elect three inspectors and
one clerk, whose duty it shall be, after being duly
sworn, to see that the election shall be conducted
according to the laws of the state of Wisconsin;
provided, further, that the returns of the firstelec-
tion shall be made to the village clerk of the village
of Shullsburg, who, with the president of said vil-
lage, shall certify and notify the officers elected.
Notice of the first election under this act shall be
given by the clerk of the village of Shullsburg, as
required by this act, giving five days’ notice.

ECTION 7. The election in said city shall be
held and conducted by the alderman of each
ward, who shall be the inspectors of election for
their respective wards, and shall take the usual
oaths cr affirmations, as prescribed by the gen-
eral laws of this state to be taken by the judges
and inspectors of elections, and shall have the
power to appoint clerks and one additional in-
spector for each ward of such elections, and to
administer the necessary oaths; and in case of
the absence ofr any or all the aldermen of the
ward at the time of opening the polls, the voters
present snall select some person or persons fo act
in their places as inspectors of election; said elec-
tions shall be held and conducted in the same
manner, and under the same penalties, and all
guards against illegal voting observed, and inspec-
tors and clerks appointed, and vacancies in the
board of inspectors filled as required by the laws
of this state regarding elections.

SecTiOoN 8. When an election shall be closed,
and the number of votes for candidates or per-
sons voted for shall be counted and ascertained,
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the said inspectors ehall make a return thereof,

stating therein the numbor of votes for each per-

son for each and every office, and shall deliver, or

cause to be delivered, such return to the city clerk

within two days after any election. The common

council shall on the fourth day after such election,

meet and canvass said returns and declare the

result ag it appears from the same, and the city

clerk shall forthwith give notice to each person

elected of his respective election.

SEcTINN 9. Any officer removing from the city, In case of

Any vacancy happening in any other
office shall be filled by the common council, and
the person appointed to fill any vacancy shall hold
his office and discharge the duty thereof for the
unexpired term, with the same rights and subject
to the same liabilities as the person whose office
he may be appointed to fill.

CHAPTER III.
OFFICERS —POWERS AND DUTIES.

SecrioN 1. Every person elected or appointed omcers to sub-
to any office under the provisions of this act, ex- 5cribeto oath.
cept justices of the peace, shall, before he enters
upon the duties of his office, take and subscribe
an oath of office, and file the same with the clerk
of the city, and the treasurer, clerk, marshal and
such other officers as the common council may
direct shall severally, before they enter upon the
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duties of their respective offices, execute to the
city of Shullsburg a bond, with at least two
sureties, who shall swear that they are worth in
the aggregate, the penalty specified in said bond
over and above all debts, exemptions and liabili-
ties, and said bonds shall contain such penal sum
and such conditions as the common council may
deem proper; and they may, from fime to time,
require new additional bonds and remove from
office any officer, refusing or neglecting to give
the same.

Duties of SecTioN 2. The mayor shall, when present,

meyor. preside over the meetings of the common council,
and take care that the laws of the state and the
ordinances of the city are duly observed and
enforced, and that all other executive officers of
the city discharge their respective duties. He
shall, from time to time, give the common coun-
cil such mformation and recommend such meas-
ures as he may deem advantageous to the city.
The mayor shall be the chief executive officer and
head of the police of the city, and in case of a riot
or other disturbance, or apparent necessity, he
may appoint as many special or temporary con-
stables as he may deem necessary. The mayor
shall have a vote only in case of a tie. The mayor
shall have power to veto any ordinance or resolu-
tion passed by the common council, by notifying
the common council of his objection thereto, at
any time within seven days after the passage of
such ordinance or resolution. In case of no ses-
sion of the council on any day after the passage
of the same, and before the expiration of the said
seven days, such notification shall be made by
filing with the city clerk a copy of his objections;
and in case the council shall not within one week
after the receipt of such objections or such filing
with the clerk, re-enact such ordinance, or pass
such resolution by the votes of two-thirds of the
aldermen - elect, the same shall be null and void.
No ordinance or resolution shall take effect until
one week after the passage of the same, unless
sooner approved in writing by the mayor or act-
ing mayor for the time being.

President of SECTION 3. At the first meeting of the common

the councll.  council in each year, they shall proceed to elect by
ballot one of their number president, and; in the
absence of the mayor, the said president shall
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preside over the meetings of the common council
and during the absence of the mayor from the
city, or his inability for any reason to discharge
the duties of his office, the said president shall
exercise all the powers and discharge all the du-
ties of the mayor, except the signing of city
bonds. Ir case the mayor and presideut shall be
absent at any meeting of the common council,
they shall proceed to elect a temporary presiding
officer, who for the time being shall discharge all
the duties of the mayor. The president, or tem-
porary officer, while presiding over the board or
performing the duties of mayor, shall be styled
*acting mayor,” and acts performed by them or
any of thewm shall have the same force and valid-
ity as if performed by the mayor, excepting the
signing of the city bonds or any other warrant,
order or proceeding whatever, which the mayor
has refused to sign, and communicated such re-
fusal to the council.
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SectioxN 4. The clerk shall keep the corporate pyues of city
seal and all the papers and records of the city, and clerk.

keep a record of the proceedings of the common
council, at whose meetings it shall be his duty to
attend, and copies of all papers filed in his office,
and transcripts from the records of the common
council, certified by him to have been compared
by him with the original, and to be a correct trans-
cript therefrom, under the corporate seal, shall be
evidence in all courts in like manner as if the
originals were produced. Heshall draw and con-
gign all orders on the treasury in pursuance of
any order or resolution of the common council,
and keep a full and accurate account thereof in
books provided for that purpose. He shall file in
his office all chattel mortgages presented to him
for that purpose, and the renewals thereof, and
safely keep the same, receiving therefor the same
compensation as clerks of towns; and chattel
mortgages so filed, and the renewals thereof, shall
be as valid and legal as if the same had been filed
in the town clerk’s office in any town. The clerk
shall have power and authority to administer
oaths or affirmations. He shall keep an accurate
account with the treasurer, and charge him with
all tax lists delivered to him for collection.

SectioN 5. Every justice of the peace chosen Relating to

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tion, qualify in the same manner as justices of the
peace under the general laws of this state. He
shall have concurrent jurisdiction and powers
throughout the county with other justices of the
peace, and concurrent and exclusive original juris-
diction, as such justice, of all criminal and civil
actions and cases for the violation of any provis-
ions of this act, or of any ordinance, hy-law, rule
or resolution of said city; but the city shall not be
liable for bis fees, except such as accrue in prose-
cutions or actions brought in the name of the cor-
poration for the violation of the provisions of this
act, or for the violation of the ordinances of said
city; such fees shail be governed by the general
laws concerning fees of justices of the peace.
Such justices, together with the mayor, the com-
mon council and the marshal, shall be conserva-
tors of the peace. Change of venue will be from
one justice to the other, as provided by the gen-
eral laws of this state.

SecrioN 6. The treasurer of the city shall per-
form such duties and exercisesuch powers as may
be lawfully required of him by the ordinances,
rules, regulations, resolutions or by-laws of said
city and by law. All money raised, received, re-
covered and collected by means of any tax, license,
fine, forfeiture or otherwise, under the authority
of this act, or which belongs to said city, shall be
paid to and received by him, and shall not be
drawn therefrom, except by a written order signed
by the mayor and countersigned by the clerk, by
order of the council. Such order shall specify the
amount of money to be drawn and its objects.
He shall keep a just and accurate account of all
moneys and other things coming into bis hands as
treasurer, in a book to be provided by the council
for that pnrpose, which shall remain the property
of the city, wherein he shall note the time when
the person from whom, the amount of the several
sums received and the source from whence the
said sums arose, which said book, at all reasonable
times, shall be open to the inspection of the elec-
tors of the city He shall, as often as the council
requires, render a minute account of his receipts
aond payments, and at the expiration of his term
of office he shall pay over and deliver to his suc-
cessor all moneys, books and vouchers in his pos-
session belonging to said city.

SecTioN 7. The marshal shall possess all the
power and enjoy all the rights of a constable of
this state, and be subject to the same liabilities.
It shall be his duty to execute all writs and pro-
cess to him directed ty any proper judicial offi-
cer, and when necessary in criminal cases or for
violation of any of the provisions of this act, or
of any ordinance of said city, or by-laws, rule,
regulation or resolution thereof, he may serve the
same in any part of the state of Wisconsin. It
shall be his duty to suppress all riots, disturbances
and breaches of the peace, and to apprehend all
disorderly persons in said city, and pursue and
arrest any person fleeing from justice in any part
of the state of Wisconsin; to apprehend any per-
son in the act of committing any offense against
the provisione of this act or the laws of this state,
or the ordinances, by laws, rules, reguletions or
1esolutions of the city, with or without process,
and forthwith to bring such person before the
proper and competent authority for examina-
tion, and for such and other services he shall
receive like fees as are allowed to constables for
like services. And any peace officer may, and it
shall be the duty of the marshal to arrest without
process any person found in a state of intoxi-
cation, or guilty of immoderate drinking, im-
proper 1eveling, indecent exposure of the person,
or noisy, boisterous or disorderly conduct in
the streets or public places, and take such person
or persons forthwith before a police justice, or
keep them until they become sober, in confine-
ment, or until such time as said justice can rea-
sonably hear and dispose of such ottender. It
shall be the duty of the marshal to see that all
hawkers. peddlers and common showmen, and all
other exhibitors pay their licenses according to
law, and thisact and the ordinances of the city,
and in default of payment to prosecute for the
same in the corporate name of the city, and pay
over the same to the treasurer when received by
him. It shall be his duty to act and perform the
duties of street commissioner when so ordered or
required by the common council.

ECTION 8. The street commissioner shall see
that all ordinances of the city relatiog to the ob-
structions and cleaning of sidewalks, streets,
bridges, alleys, public grounds, gutters, sewers
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and waters of  the rivers in gaid city, are duly ob-
served and kept, and shall have the general super-
vision over all grading, paving, graveling,
planking, repairing and cleaning of streets,
bridges, alleys, public grounds and gutters, and
such other duties as the ordinances of said city
may prescribe, unless the common council shall
otherwise direct. He shall receive such compen-
sation as the council may determine.

SecTiON 9. The common council shall have the
power from time to time to require other and
further duties, to be performed by any officer
whose duties are herein prescribed, and to ap-
point such other officers as may be necessary to
carry into effect the provisions of this act, and to
prescribe their duties and fix the compensation
of all officers elected or appuvinted by them; siach
compensation shall be fixed by resolution at the
time the-office i8 created, or at the cominence-
ment of the year, and shall not be increased or
diminished during the term such officer shall
remain in office, or for which he is elected or ap-
pointed.

SectioN 10. If any person havirg been an offi-
cer in said city, shall not within ten days after
notitication and request deliver to his successor in
office, all property, books, papers and effects be-
longing to said city, or pertaining to the office he
may have held he shall forfeit and pay to the use
of the said city one hundred dollars, besides all
damages caused by his neglect or refusal so to de-
liver; and such successor may recover possession
of such books, papers and effects in the manner
prescribed by the laws of this state.

SeomioN L1, No alderman shall be a party to
or interested in any job or contract with the city
or any of the wards, and any contract in which
any alderman may be so interested shall be null
and void; and in case any money shall have been
paid on any such contract, the common council
may sue for and recover the amount so paid from
the parties to such contract, and the alderman in-
terested in the same. _

SecTION 12. The justices of the peace shall, as
often as the common council may require, report
to the common council all the proceedings insti-
tuted before him in which the city is interested,
and shall at the same time account for and pay

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over to the city treasurer all. fines and penalties
collected by him and belonging to said city.

CHAPTER 1V.
OF EXCISE.

SectioN 1. The council shall have the exclu-
give authority within the corporate limits of said
city to grant or refuse, according to law or ordi-
nance, or both, licenses for selling wine, beer or
cider, or spirituous, intoxicating, alcoholic, vinous,
fermented, malt or mixed liquors, liquids or
drinks; regulate and license groceries, taverns,
hotels, victualing houses and saloons, where
such liquors are sold, and all persons vending
or dealing in any such liquors, drinks or liquids,
and to revoke the same; and no person shall
sell, vend, deal in, or for the purpose of evad-
ing the provisions of law or of this act, or the
ordinances of said city, give away any such
wine, beer, cider, or intoxicating, spirituous, alco-
holic, vinous, fermented, mixed or malt liquors
liquids or drinks within such corporate limits,
without having first obfained license therefor, as
provided by thisact and thelaws of this state,and
the ordinances of the said city; and any person
who shall in any manner violate any of the pro-
visions of this section, or the ordinances or the
laws herein referred to shall, on conviction there-
of, be punished as provided by the laws of this
state, or the ordinances of said city on this sub-
ject; and all such offenses shall be prosecuted as
provided by such laws or ordinances. All money
received for such licenses shall he paid to the
treasurer of said city for its use; provided, that
the sum to be paid for any such license shall not
be less than the amount fixed and provided by the
laws of this state, or the ordinances of the said
city, and that no licenses shall be granted for a
longer period than the residue of the term of office
of the council granting the same; and provided
further, that no person thus licensed, or without
being so licensed, shall sell or give away any such
wine, beer, cider or spirituous, intoxicating, alco-
holic, vinous, fermented, mixed or malt liquors,
Jiquids or drinks, on any election day or on Sunday.
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In all prosecutions for any violation of this section,
or of the laws or ordinances herein referred to,
it shall be sufficient to allege in general terms, the
selling, vending, dealing in or giving away with-
out such license, of-any such inhibited liquors,
liquids or drinks, and the proof on the trial of
such selling, vending, dealing in or giving away
to any person of any one of such inhibited liquids,
liquors or drinks, shall be sufficient to warrant
and sustain a conviction; on proof that the person
charged kept a bar, sidebvard or other thing, or
fixture, with bar furniture, usually used by i)ersons
vending or dealing in such inhibited liquors,
liquids or drinks, shall be prima facie evidence
sufficient to warrant and sustain a conviction, or
proof .that aby person permits the drinking of
any inhibited liquors, liquids or drinks, before
mentioned, which have been purchased or pro-
cured by clubs or other combinations of people,
on his premises; or the treating, sampling or giv-
ing away of any such inhihited liquors, liquids or
drinks in anv place of business or public resort in
said city, such as groceries, bazaars, stores, taverns,
hotels, victualling houses, saloons, shops, ware-
houses or other places, the owner or occupant
thereof not having first obtained license according
to law or the ordinances of said city, shall be
deemed a selling of the same.

CHAPTER V.

COMMON COUNCIL—IT8 GENERAL POWERS AND DU-
TIES.

SeotioN 1. The mayor and aldermen shall con-
stitute the common council, and shall not receive
any compensation for their services, and the style
of all ordinances shall be: “The mayor and com-
mon council of the city [of] Shullsburg do ordain,”
etc. The common council shall meet at such
tirae and place as they, by resolution, shall direct.
A majority of the aldermen shall constitute a
quorum.

SecrioN 2. The common council shall hold their
first annual meeting in each year on the second
Tuesday of April, and thereafter stated meetings
at such times as they shall appoint; and the
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mayor may call special meetings by notice to each
of the members, to be served personally, or left at
their places of abode. The common council shall
determine the rules of their own proceedings, and
be the judge of the election.and qualification of
their own members, and have the power to com-
pel the attendance of absent members.

SectioN 3. The common council shall have the
management and control of the finances, except
school moneys, and of all the other public prop-
erty in the city; and shall likewise, in addition to
the power herein vested in them, have full power
and authority to make, enact, ordain, establish,
publish, enforce, alter, modify, amend and repeal
all such ordinances, rules, resolutions and by-laws
for the government and good order of the city,
for the suppression of vice, for the prevention of
crime, and for the benefit of trade, commerce and
health thereof, and so enforce as they shall deem
expedient; declaring and imposing penalties, and
so enforce the same against any person or persons
who may violate any of the provisions of such
ordinances, rules and by-laws, are hereby declared
to be and have the force of law; provided, that
they be not repugnant to the constitution and
Jaws of the United States, or of this state, and for
these purposes shall have authority by ordinance,
resolution or by-laws:

18t. To license, regulate, suppress or prohibit
the exhibition of common showmen or shows of
any kind, or the exhibition of caravans, circuses
or theatrical performances, billard tables, bowl-
ing saloons, nine or ten pin alleys, to provide for
the abatement and removal of all nuisances, un-
der the ordinances of said city, the laws of the
gtate or at common law, and may grant licenses
for and regulate groceries, saloons, and all per-
gons vending or dealing in spirituous, vinous or
fermented liquors, and may prohibit and sup-
press the same; and all such licenses granted
shali run from the first day of May in each year
until the first day of May following; provided,
however, that when any such license may be ap-
plied for after that date, the same may be grant-
ed to expire on the first day of May of each year,
on applicant paying a full year’s license therefor;
but no license shall be granted for a longer term
or period than one year.

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2d. To restrain, prohibit and suppress all de-
scriptions of gambling and fraudulent devices
and practices and all playing of cards, dice or other
games of-chance with or without betting, and to
restrain, prohibit and suppress any person or per-
sons from vending, giving away or dealing in
spirituous, fermented or vinous liquors, unless
duly ‘licensed by the common council; and to
gfense, regulate and suppress hawkers and ped-

ers.

3d. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance or
disorderly assemblages, suppress and restrain dis-
orderly houses or groceries, and houses of ill-fame,
and to authorize the destruction of all instruments
used for the purpose of gaming. .

4th. To compel the owner or occupant of any
grocery, cellar, tallow-chandler’s shop, soap fac-
tory, tannery, stable, barn, privy, sewer or other
unwholesome or nauseous house or place, to
cleanse, remove or abate the same from time to
time, as often as it may be necessary for the
health, comfort and convenience of the inhabit-
ants of said city.

5th. To direct the location and management
of slaughter houses and markets, and regulate the
storage, keeping and conveying of gunpowder or
other combustible materials.

6th. To prevent the encumbering of the streets,
sidewalks, lanes or alleys with carriages, carts,
wagons, sleighs, boxes, lumber, pine, wood or
other materials or substances whatever, and to
prevent the digging or sinking of mineral or other
shafts or holes in the streets, alleys or other pub-
lic grounds of said city.

7th. To prevent the public exhibition of stal-
lions, horse racing, immoderate driving «r riding
in the streets or over the bridges, and to regulate
the places of bathing in the waters within the
limits of said city.

8th. To restrain the running at large of cattle,
mules, horses, swine, sheep, poultry and geese,
aud to authorize the distraining, impounding and
sale of the same for the penalty incuired and the
cost of proceedings.

9th. To prevent the running at large of dogs
in said city, and to authorize the destruction of
the same in a summary manner when at large
contrary to the ordinances.
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10th. To provide for the secure muzzling of Muzaling dogs.
dogs and for the killing and destruction, in a sum-
mary manner, all dogs not muzzled, found within
the said city, running at large.

17. To organize hook and ladder companies, Hook and
to regulate their government and the time and jages *™
manner of their exercise; to provide all neces-
sary apparatus for the extinguishment of fires;
to require the owners of buildings to provide and
keep suitable ladders and fire buckets, which are
hereby declared to be appurtenances to the real

refuse to procure suitable ladders and fire buck-
ets, after reasonable notice, the council may pro-
ceed and deliver the sume to him, and in default

26th. To buy, purchase and hold real estate city parks.
for a city park, and to provide and furnish the
means of maintaining the same; also to buy and
hold real estate, and erect thereon a city hall to
be used for all city purposes, and to lease the
same or a part thereof; to usesuch portion of the
license money as they may deem necessary for
the purchase of any of said real estate and for
the erection of said hall, which real estate and
property so bought and held by said city shall be
exempt from taxation.

27th. To tax every male resident of said city, Pol tax.

day’s labor, or in lieu thereof one dollar and fifty

SecTioN 5. The powers conferred upon the said
council, to provide for the abatement or removal
of nuisances, shall not bar or hinder suits, prose-
cutions or proceeding in the courts according to
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law. Depots, houses, or buildings of any kind
wherein more than twenty-five pounds of gun-
powder are deposited, stored or kept at any one
time, gambling-houses, houses of ill fame, disor-
derly taverns and houses or places where spiritu-
ous, vinous or fermented liquors are sold without
the license required therefor, within the limits of
said city, are hereby declared and shall be deemed
public or common nuisances,

SactioN 6. The common council shall examine,
audit and adjust the accounts of the clerk, treas-
urer, marshal, and all other officers and agents of
the city, at such time as they may deem proper,
and also, at the end of each year, and before the
time for which the officers of said city are elected
or appointed shall have expired; and the common
council shall require each and every such officer
and agent to exhibit his books, funds and mon-
eys, accounts and vouchers, for such examination
and settlement; ard if any such officer or agent
shall refuse to comply with the orders of said
council in the discharge of his said duties, in pur-
suance of this section, or shall neglect or refuse
to render his account, or present his books, funds,
moneys and vouchers. to said council, it shall be
the duty of the common council S0 declare the
office of such person vacant; and the common
council shall order suits and proceedings at law
against any officer or agent of said city who may
be found delinquent or defaulting in his accounts
or in the discharge of his official duties, and shall
make a full record of all adjustments and settle-
ment.

Upon filing with the justice of the peace such
complaint, the justice of the peace shall issue his
warrant containing the statement of the offense
charged, in the usual form, and the same proceed-
ings and trial shall be had as in cases under the
statufes for the recovery of penalties.

SEcTIiON 7. Witnesses and jurors shall attend
before the justice of the peace in all actions for
the violation of any ordinance, by-law or regula-
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tion of said city, without the payment of fees in

advance or a tender thereof, upon process duly

served, and in default thereof their attendance
may be compelled by attachment.

SEctiON 8. In city prosecutions for the viola-
tion of any ordinance, by-law or regulation of
said city, the defendant may call a jury as pre-
scribed by law in justice courts in this state, and
the trial shall proceed in the same manner and be
governed by the same rules as in the trial of cases
before justices of the peace. If the defendant be
found guilty, the court shall render judgment
thereon against the defendant for the fine, pen-
alty or forfeiture prescribed in tnis act, or in the
ordinance, by-law or regulation, for the violation
of which the person or persons shall have been
adjudged guilty, and for costs of suit; but if he de
foun:l not guilty, the costs of suit shall be taxed
against the city. In case the action was com-
menced by summons, upon the rendition of judg-
ment against the defendant, and the non-payment
thereof, the justice of the peace shall forthwith
issue execution as in cases of tort, or a commit-
ment in case the action was commenced by war-
rant. Such execution may be in the following
form, and the commitment shall be substantially
the same as that of the execution, omitting all
that relates to the levy and sale and return of
writs:

The state of Wisconsin, to the sheriff or any con-
stable of said county, or to the marshal of the
city, and to the keeper of common jail of said
county, greeting:

‘Whereas, the said city of Shullsburg, on the

SeEcTiON 9. In all cases where the fine or judg-
ment is more than five dollars ($5.00), the defend-
ant may appeal from such judgment to the circuit
court of the county of La Fayette; provided, such
defendant, within twenty-four hours, pay to the
justice of the peace his costs, one dollar (§1.0C), for
return, and one dollar ($1.00) state tax, and two
dollars ($2.00) clerk fees, and enter into a recog-
nizance with one or more sufficient sureties, to be
approved by such mayor and justice of the peace,
conditioned to appear before said court, and abide
the judgment of the court therein. The justice
of the peace from whose judgment an appeal shall
be taken, shall make a special return of the pro-
ceedings had before him, and shall forthwith cause
the summons or warrant and return, together
with the proceedings and copy of the entries on
his docket, in the action, together with the recog-
nizance, to be filed in the office of the clerk of said
court.

SEcTION 10. Said appeal shall stand for trial by
jury, unless a jury be waived in a manner provid-
ed by law, in said circuit court, at the next term
thereof, after the day of judgment of the mayor
and justice of the peace shall be rendered.

Secrion 11. If the judgment of the justice of

“the peace shall be affirmed, or if upon the trial

the defendant shall be convicted, the court shall
inflict the penalty provided by this act, or the or-
dinance, by-law, resolution or reguiation of said
city, under which he or they are prosecuted, and
enter judgment against him or them and their
sureties, for such penalty, together with the costs
in both courts, and enforce the same by execution,
ag in actions of tort, or by commitment.

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SEcTION 12. Whenever, by the judgment of the
justice court, a person shall be sentenced to im-
prisonment in the county jail, or whenever by the
non-payment of a fine, in actions commenced by
a warraut, a person shall be committed to the said
jail for a term exceeding one day, for a violation

of any of the provisions of this act, or of the or-.

dinances of said city, the court may also sentence
such person to be kept at hard labor during the
term of his imprisonment, on the streets and pub-
lic works of said city, without the jail, as herein-
after provided.

SecrioN 13. The labor thus to be performed
shall be appropriate to the physical condition of
the convict, and under the direction of the council
of said city, which may adopt such orders, rules
and regulations in relation thereto as they may
deem best, and the officer having the custody of
such convict shall be governed thereby.

SecTioN 14. For the purpose of enabling the
common council of said city to employ such con-
victs as hereinbefore stated, the county jail in
such cases is herebv declared to extend to any of
the streets or the public works of said city, and
within the limits of the same, and outside the walls
of said jail; and in all cases of such sentence it
shall be stated in the comnmitment, and when so
stated shall be sufficient authority to enable the
officer having such convict in charge to remove
him from said jail to the place of labor and back
to such jail for safe keeping during the term of
such imprisonment.

SecrioN 15. The ccurt or justice of the peace
who issues the commitment authorized by this
chapter may, in his discretion, at any time change
the words, “jail,” “county jail” or “jail of La
Fayette county ” wherever they may appear, and
place in lieu thereof the “city lockup;” and the
said court or justice may commit any prisoner to
said lockup and sentence him to hard labor on the
streets of said city, in the same manner as is
herein provided for the commitment of said pris-
oner to the county jail.
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CHAPTER VIL
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS.

SectioN 1. All contracts for work for which
the consideration shall exceed the sum of one hun-
dred dollars, ordered by the council, shall be let
by contract or job to the lowest bidder therefor,
as the council may direct and order.

SEcTION 2. No person shall be an incompetent
witness, judge, justice, or juror by reason of his
being an inhabitant of said city in any proceeding
or action in which the city shall be a party in
interest.

SectioN 3. No account shall be allowed by the
common council unless the same is verified by the
owner thereof or some person in his behalf.

SectioN 4. No compensation or salary shall be
paid to the mayor or any alderman except when
they shall act as inspectors of election, when their
compensation shall not exceed one dollar per half
day to each inspector.

SEctioN 5. All officers of the village of Shulls-
burg shall hold their- respective offices until the
city officers under this act shall be elected or ap-
pointed and qualified, and all property, real and
personal, books, papers, maps, etc., belonging to
said village of Shullsburg, shall be and become
the property of the city of Shullsburg upon its
organization under this act.

ECTION 6. No action shall be maintained by
any person against the city of Shullsburg upon any
claim or demand other than a city bond or order
unless such person shall first have presented his
claim to the common council of said city.

SEcTION 7. When any suit or action shall be
commenced against said city, the service thereof
may be made by leaving a copy of the process of
summons with the mayor or clerk of said city,
and it shall be the duty of the said mayor or clerk
8o served forthwith to inform the common coun-
cil thereof, or to take such demand or proceedings
as by ordinance or resolution of said council may
be in such case provided.

Seorion 8. All orders on the city treasurer for
the payment of the money of said city shall be
signed by the mayor and shall be countersigned

by the city clerk, and no order shall be drawn on
the city treasurer unless said treasurer shall have
sufficient funds in his hands belonging to said
city, to pay the same.

SecTioN 9. No general law contravening the ceneral laws
provisions of this act shall be considered as repeal- [5ti7e ¢ this
ing, amending or modifying the same, unless such
purpose be expressly set forth in such law.

SectioNn 10. All of the village ordinances and Vilagel vy
ty-laws now in force in the village of Shullsburg Semai i fowce
shall remain in full force and effect until amended U repeated.
or repealed by the council of said city. R

SectioN 11. The act entitled, “an act to incor- repeatea. *
porate the village of Shullsburg,” approved March
25, 1861, and all acts and parts of acts amendatory
thereto, are hereby repealed. And all mnneys re-
maining in the treasury of said village of Shulls-
burg, shall, upon the organization of said city of
Shullsburg, be paid by the treasurerof said village . surrva
into the treasury of said city, and become a part -~ =
of the general fund of said city.

SecTION 12. This act shall be considered as a gonsigered asa
public act, and shall be construed favorably in all public act.
courts and places, and shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
